Imported steel from Russia 
and Asia has started to bring 
down the American steel 
industry, local and national 
leaders Say. 

As a result of dumped 

ported steel and subsidized 
imports, the domestic 
industry’s operating profit fell 
by 50 percent in the first half 
of this year, according to 
statistics from the Stand Up 
For Steel Coalition. 

Domestic employment is 62 
percent lower today than in 
1980 largely due to foreign 
steel, members of the coalition 
say, even though the industry. 
has restructured and 
modernized in the past two 
decades. 
National Steel, Granite City 
Steel’s parent company, 
recently closed down a blast 
furnace at the Great Lakes 
Division for an indefinite time 
A National representative said 
the decision was based on the 
current market situation, apd 
in particular, foreign imports 

Granite City Steel laid off 
just under two dozen 
employees last week. Laclede 
Steel in Alton, which has 
already laid off workers, may 
even close.

Price blames Costello for downturn

While supporters of steel were rallying at Granite City Steel 
Tuesday, Republican Bill Price, candidate for the 12th District 
in Congress, charged that U.S. Rep Jerry Costello failed to use 
his position to help the troubled industry. 

Price said that Costello, although a member of the 
Congressional Steel Caucus, only made two formal attempts to 
past legislation dealing with the problem. The first attempt died 

the House Ways and Means Committee in 1992. 





eee dumping on the U.S. steel market has continued 
With steel prices falling below production costs, this industry is 
sliding toward extinction,’* Price said in a written statement 

“Once again, Mr. Costello talks the talk but failed to get the 
job done,” Price said. “My opponent has failed to protect 
working families.’’ 

In September of this year, Price said, Costello finally took 
action as a co-sponsor of an identical bill that succeeded in 
passing the House. 

Price charged that Costello blames the Republican Party, 
which controls Congress, with the inability to pass needed 
degislation: 

f Costello had been proactive, Price said, then perhaps 
Laclede Steel and Granite City Steel would not be ‘‘staggering 
from the heavy blows the companies sustained from foreign 
dumping.” 

Costello answered Price's attacks in his speech at the rally 
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at the Gary (Ind.) Works and 
laying off 100 workers in 
Pennsylvania.

Recently a woman who had been involved in an 
automobile accident came to this office for advice. 
She indicated that a car coming from the opposite 
direction had crossed the center line and forced her 
off the side of the road. When she swerved her 
vehicle to avoid an accident, she struck a parked 
car on the side of the highway. Both drivers 
sustained injuries: 

At the-accident scene, she indicated to an 
independent witness that the other driver -had 
crossed the median. She went on to state, however, 
that perhaps she too had been partially at fault in 
that she was driving at an excessive rate of speed: 
Neither.driver called the police department to have 
an accident report prepared. The woman declined 
medical attention at the accident scene, and in fact 
waited several months before she contacted a 
doctor regarding her neck and back injuries. 

The woman in this case made three crucial 
mistakes in the handling of this matter. In the first 
place, a person involved in an automobile accident 
should never make statements regarding possible 
















Statement to an insurance company without an 
attorney present. Illinois is a comparative 
negligence state, and a person’s award of 
damages will be reduced based on the 
percentage of fault attributed to him. Furthermore; 
people often make statements at the scene of the 
accident when they are injured, excited, or not | 
thinking clearly. It is best to say nothing in these || 
situations. 

The second mistake was in her failure to have a 
police report made. Without a police report, it is 
her word against the other driver's as to how the [f 
accident occurred. Often a policeman can 
diagram and document how the accident occurred 
based on the position of the vehicles, even though 
he did not witness the accident. A policeman can 
also issue tickets at the scene of the agcident. 

Finally, the woman in our example should never 
have waited months for medical treatment. She 
was hurt badly in the accident, but she always felt 
she was to busy to see a doctor. It is difficult to

Jury's error throws out $10M judgment

A technicality on a verdict 
form led to a mistrial in a $10 
million lawsuit against Collins- 
ville School District Unit 10. 

The plaintiff's attorney said 
‘Wednesday he will seek anoth- 
er trial later this year. 

“It brings me no great plea- 
sure to tell you I’m forced to 
declare a mistrial,’ Chief 
Associate Circuit Judge Ran- 
dall Bono told jurors Tuesday. 
“It breaks my heart, and I 
know yours, not to get this 
done.” 

Jurors deliberated for 16 
hours Monday and Tuesday 
before returning at around 4:20 
p.m. with the verdict -against 
the district. Bono immediately 
called attorneys for both sides 
to his chambers where every- 
one agreed that the mistrial 
was necessary. 

The wrongful death lawsuit 
was filed by the family of 11- 
year-old Ryan Kilbury, who 
was struck and killed by a van 
in May 1995 as he crossed .Col- 
linsville Road in front of Kreit- 


March 1996 while attempting to 
cross Collinsville Road just 
west of Fairmount Park race- 
track. 

Ironically, the - Kreitner 
fourth-grader was killed just 
300 yards away from the spot 
where Ryan died. The two inci- 
dents were part of the same 
lawsuit but severed for trial, 


Bagsby said. 
fre lawsuit accused the 


school district of negligence 
for having removed a stoplight 
at the crosswalk several years 
ago. District officials said they 
had done so because poles con- 
tinually were being knocked 
down. The light was replaced 
two years ago. The contract 
for it had been approved just a 
few weeks prior to Steven Rob- 
erts’ death. 

Jurors came back with a 
verdict against the district but 
were split on the issue of 
whether the boy contributed to 
the accident by being outside 
the crosswalk. Bagsby said 
that jurors initially were split 
11-1, with the majority agree- 
ing that Ryan was in the cross- 
walk when he was hit. Howev-

“Some had changed their 
minds to reach an agreement 
on other issues,” Bagsby said. 
“‘A small number of jurors 
wanted to apportion some 
responsibility (for the acci- 
dent) to Ryan Kilbury.”’ 

Bagsby said that while the 
jury had an alternate verdict 
form that would have allowed 
it to do that, that is not the 
one it submitted. Contributory 
negligence likely would have 
lowered the verdict, althou; 
jurors later said they thought 
that their instructions left 
them no choice but to go with 
the full $10 million verdict. 

“They just didn’t fill out the 
correct one,” Bagsby said. 
“They did everything else 
right. They never had a prob- 
lem with the amount. They 
thought ($10 million) was what 


they had awarded.”” 

Jurors said they were both- 
ered by not having a police 
report of the accident, which 
they believed would have 
addressed the crosswalk issue, 
something Bagsby said is not 
admissible. They also were 
critical of the lack of witnesses 
presented by Bagsby, an issue 
the attorney said will not be a 
problem the second time 
around. 

Publicity surrounding the 
case has produced new wit- 
nesses, some to the accident, 
Bagsby said. 

Bono and bailiff Sam Zango- 
ri, both longtime courthouse 
observers, said they could not 
remember a jury deliberating 
this long.

“Tye always wanted to do a 
vampire movie,” says John 
Carpenter, director. of the new 
“John Carpenter’s Vampires.” 

“This book, ‘Vampires,’ 
came along and it really did 
some things I’d never seen 
before. It’s set in the 
American Southwest and has 
certain western elements to it. 
I decided this would be the 
perfect chance to do something 
different.” 

Carpenter said his movie, 
which opens Friday, offers a
